LABOR COLONIES PROPOSED. 


VENEZUELA AND HOLLAND. 


GETS FOUR YEARS IN PRISON. 


Former City Official of Columbus, 0.; 


Took Asphalt Bribe. 


Columbus, 0., Dec. IS.—Fred Lied

Important legislation proposed for 


.the next session of tho New York gen 
oral assembly will deal with a project 
to establish labor colonies in that 
state lor the detention of persons con- 
victed of vagrancy, habitual drunken- 
ness and trespass bn the property of 
railroads. 
In the 
measure, which 


has already been framed by the state 
commissioner of charities and others 
specially fitted to deal with conditions 
sought to be reached by such a law 
provision Is made for tho establish 
ment of labor colonies similar to those 
now in successful operation in Switzer 
land and Germany, where prisoner5 


committed for petty offenses may bi 
instructed In agriculture, hortlcuKur 
and other industries, with the aim o 
reforming such offenders. 
Provisio: 


is made for the establishment of 
state police force to arrest offenders. 


The bill, which Is to twenty-five sec- 


tions, calls for the establishment by 
the government of a board of trustees. 
who will have immediate control of 
the work and who shall appoint the 
men who are to have charge of the 
colonies, no definite locations of these J 
having been selected as yet. 


It also provides that those who are 


sent to these colonies shall be paid for 
their labor at the time of • completion 
of thel- sentences upon the indorse- 
ment of the board of trustees and in 
that way have a new start while look- 
ing for employment. The products of 
their labor are to be sold at a profit 
to the colony that produces it. In this 
way 11 Is hoped the colony may be self- 


• supporting. 


The bill is the direct result of the 


conference of the unemployed held in 
New Tork city last winter, when H 
•w»t found that there were many per- 
son* who; while not of criminal 1n- 
stincts. wer* unable to obtain emplcy- 
Dteiitud had to appeal to pobllc char- 


While the rumor that Venezuela has 
eclared war against Holland lacks 
onflrmation at this 'time, It is not 
wholly improbable. At all events, 
uch a contingency may at any time 
arise. It will not cut much figure 
whether war is formally declared or 
not. 
Tho Netherlands government 


most likely will merely go ahead with 
ts blockade and take care to avoid a. 
collision with the Monroe doctrine and 
complications of any sort with other 
nations. 


The situation between Venezuela 


and the Netherlands has been strained 
for some months. The trouble arose 
indirectly from the expulsion from 
Caracas of M. de Beus, the diplomatic 
representative of Holland, but it had 
already been rendered acute by the 
course of Venezuela in issuing a de- 
cree on May 14 last, that practically 
killed the commerce of Curacao. 


President Castro refused to with- 


draw this decree, notwithstanding the 
fact that Holland issued an ultinmtum 
that she would take retaliatory meas- 
ures unless ho took prompt cognizance 
of 
her 
demands. President Cnstro 


suggested .that Holland send a repre- 
sentative to . Caracas to confer with 
him on this subject, but this the Neth- 
erlands government declined to do. 
Without waiting, however, to ascer- 
tain whether or not this suggestion 
would be adopted, the president de- 
parted for Europe.

They are a continuing dis- 
grace to our name." New jails in Lake 
and Laporte counties, Warren and 
Floyd and a remodeled jail in Vigo 
county are made an exception to this 
sweeping declaration. 


The bad conditions reported from 


one county after another are of un- 
cleanliness, foul air, idleness of pris- 
oners, enforced association of harden- 
ed criminals and first offenders, inade- 
quate provision for the separation of 
the sexes and very frequently the 
presence of unfortunate insane per- 
sons. In some places the bad condi- 
tions are due to defective construction, 
this, it is declared, being particularly 
noticeable in the older buildings. 


A complete change of system is ad- 


vocated, the present system being de- 
clared a relic of olden times. As at 
present- conducted the jails are said 
x> do more harm than good. Under 
improved conditions the jail should 
be simply a place of detention. In 
most of the jails the prisoners are not 
separated, and as a result it is said 
they lead idle and frequently immoral 
lives. The workhouse is recommend- 
ed for all convicted prisoners now sent 
to the county jails. 
"The prisoners 


could be more cheaply maintained in 
such institutions," says the report, 
"and inasmuch as they would be con- 
ducted in accordance with the best 
reformatory methods, better results 
should be secured."

•week, saves Ashley the odium of be- 
ing the only "wet" spot in DeKalb 
county. 


The license of Mr. Geddes, who up 


to that time had conducted a saloon 
in Ashley, expired last Saturday and, 
•despite the fact that the township. 
Smithfield. went "dry" on a general 
remonstrance petition last summer, 
Mr. Geddes thought that as there was 
only a majority ot six that he could 
take oft enough names to get 
In. 


Hence he applied for a license and 
the hearing before the commissioners 
•was this week. 


It was a most vigorously contested 


fight, lasting two days. He had two 
ot the ablest attorney* in the county, 


T>. D. Moody and P. V. Hoffman, but 
opposing them, as attorneys for the 
reinonstrators, were John W. Baxter 
ami Judge J. H. Rose, equally able. 
During the hearing the circuit court 
room, which the commissioners util- 
ized for the purpose, was crowded, al- 
most every man who had signed the 
remonstrance, 160 o£ them, -being pre- 
sent. 


Got But One Man Off List. 


The applicant, Geddes, had made 


affidavit, filed in the case, that all 
but eight of those who had signed 
the remonstrance were illegal voters 
and the Ashley "dry" men were up 
in arms and came determined to show 
him that he was "off his base." And 
they did. Geddes was able to strike 
only one name off the list. And he

Claus." 


Numerous complaints have 
been 


made to the postmaster • general by 
many charitable 
organizations that 


owing to the large number of such let- 
ters' taken by the various charities 
while the order was in force, it was 
not possible to investigate each case 
and that the presents given out fell 
into the hands of unworthy persons. 
The practice also was objected to on 
the ground that it tended to make 
beggars of children. 


The postmaster general has directed 


postmasters to treat the Santa Claus 
letters in accordance with those sec 
tions ot the postal laws which pro- 
vide that letters bearing fictitious ad- 
dresses shall be sent to the division ol 
dead letters unless the addresses of 


the senders appear upon the envelopes, 
n which case the letters will be re- 
turned to such addresses. 


It is estimated that more than 50,- 


000 letters are addressed by the chil- 
dren of the country to Santa Claus 
annually.

This office, it is suggested, should be 
given the general management of the 
postal service while the postmaster 
general remains the administrator of 
the posjal finances. 


It is proposed to abolish the offices 


of the four assistant postmaster gen- 
erals and to rearrange the work un- 
der seven separate bureaus. 


It is proposed to divide the country 


into jpostal districts upon administra- 
tive and not geographical considera; 
tions for the management of the pos- 
tal service.

Attorney General Points Out 


an Urgent Need in War 


on the Trusts. 


Washington. D. C, Dec. 18,—That 


the United States should have the 
right of appeal to th« supreme court. 
of the United States as a matter ot 
right, whenever a conviction Is re- 
versed on appeal by the defendant to 
a circuit court of appeals. 1» the opin- 
ion expressed by Attorney General 
Bonaparte In his annual report (or the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, nub- 
muted to congress today. In this con- 
nection be clt«§ the cass of th» re- 
venal of the fine ol more than $29.- 
000,000, In which an application for 
the allowance ot a writ of certlornri 
has been made to the supreme court. 
Ho holds that an amendment of the 
preiaut statutes would be appropriate 
In the CIM of all criminal proceedings, 
but wggests that it would, be especial- 
ly so In connection with prosecutions 
where the wealth of the defendant 
usually renders an appeal on hi* or Its 
part from any adversa Judgment a 
matter of couwo. The attorney gen- 
eral's opinion IB that In such cases 
there U no question of double Jeopardy 
M the appeal of the defendant from 
the original conviction Is recognized 
by the undoubted weight ot well con- 
ildered judicial authority as a waiver 
ot his right! In thU respect and as In 
the abience ot *ome such provision of 
law as the attorney general recom- 
mends guilty parties may escape from 
Just punishment undor the law as 
finally determined by the court ot last 
resort 


Policy of the Department 


He. declares that the consistent pol- 


icy ot the* department of justice dur- 
ing the year In enforcing the statutes 
Intended to protect the interstate and 
foreign commerce of the country from 
evils arising through combinations In 
restraint of trade and attempts to 
create monopoly, as well as discrimi- 
nations and other Illegal practices on 
the part of common carriers engaged 
In such commerce, has been carefully 
to Investigate all complaints submit- 
ted to it, whether by public authori- 
ties or by responsible private citizens, 
and to authorize proceedings, whether 
civil or criminal, only when thi» In- 
vestigation has shown the complaints 
to be serious and well founded, and 
that success might be reasonably ex- 
pected. 


He reports that this policy was at- 


tended during the year by a fair 
measure of success in the proceedings 
authorized and that as a couseQuence 
of decisions already obtained or ex- 
pected soon the statutes dealing with 
such cases will soon be interpreted so 
authoritatively that those seeking to 


. comply with the law will be relieved 


from all uncertainty as to what the 


• law really is. He says that serious 


obstacles have been encountered in 
enforcing the statutes and that these 
.may be with advantage readily re- 


• moved by further legislation. 


Must Have the Effect of An An-ert. 
"The United States has had occa- 


' 
*lon ,of late years, and will probably 
have occasion in future," ho declared, 
\ "to prosecute criminally many corpor- 


ations or other artificial persons. As 
Buch offenders cannot be physically 
arrested, It Is obviously desired that 
a simple and convenient form of pro- 
cess shall be prescribed by law to 
have the legal effect of an actual ar- 
,fest and removal to the trial district 
In the case of a natural person."

temporary injunctions against the col- 
lection of Increased rates on freight 
ty various railroads, claiming that 
such rates, although duly filed with

Two classes of cases which have 


engaged a large part of the attention 
ot the department, the attorney gen- 
eral reports, hare been prosecutions 
for peonage and civil and criminal 
proceedings arising out ot 
alleged 


frauds and Irregularities in the acqui- 
sition of title hy private parties to the 
public lands. 
"In both 
cases," he 


says, "1 am happy to report that the 
energetic prosecution of offenders has 
undoubtedly rendered .the crimes less 
frequent, and also less profitable. 
It 


is notoriously difficult to secure con- 
victions In peonage cases owing to 
the antecedents and surroundings of 
the victims and witnesses and tbc f 
quent existence of strong locn' -ym- 
pathy for the defendants." H; 
re- 


ports, however, that through the 
termination of the department 
the 


frequency of these, offenses has dimin- 
ished materially, although they are 
still hy no means unknown. 
"The 


land fraud cases." he says, "have forci- 
bly illustrated the unfortunate conse- 
quences of administrative laxity and 
toleration of abuses in the enforce- 
ment of any laws during a cousidera- 
ble length of time. 


"The number and gravity of offenses 


against the national banking laws by 
officers or employes of national banks 
constitute matters of reasonable so- 
licitude and regret," he states. "The 
moral capability involved in such of- 
fenses seems often to he imperfectly 
appreciated and, although they usually 
excite great indignation and provoke 
loud complaints from the 
sufferers 


when they are first discovered, so 
much time is frequently lost in the 
preparation for trial and actual trial j 
of these long and complicated cases i 
that the crime Itself has faded from 
public memory when the criminal is 
at last convicted, and there is need 
of vigilance lest he finally escape with 
wholly insufficient pcnishment.'' 


Warrant Should Be Good Anywhere. 


In his opinion as a matter of justice 


no good reason exists why a. warrant 
of arrest issued by any court of the 
United States should not be directly 
executed In any part ot the United 
States. 
He asserts that it has been 


found that certain districts constitute 
for practical purposes sanctuaries for 
certain classes of offenders against 
federal statutes. 
He 
believes 
that 


there should he a law giving com- 
mitting magistrates of 
the 
United 


States authority to issue search war- 
rants when stolen government prop- 
erty or any property which it is a 
crime against the United States to 
misappropriate is believed to be con- 
cealed. In regard to the supervision 
of naturalization by his department he 
says that the appropriation granted is 
too small for the work to be done 
thoroughly. As to jury challenges on 
behalf of the United States he says 
there is no good reason why the de- 
fendant should be allowed a larger 
number 
ot 
peremptory challenges 


than the prosecution in a criminal trial 
and that It is often difficult under the 
present rules to bring to justice of- 
fenders as to whose guilt there is no 
reasonable doubt. He renews his rec- 
ommendation that the salaries of fed- 
eral judges be increased owing to the 
Increase in the cost ot living since 
they were last adjusted.
